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PASSING OF THE HOLBEIN 

Several weeks ago the tenants of the old 
Holbein studios in West 55th St., received no- 
tice that they must vacate by Feb.^ 5 and were 
given as explanation that the buildings were 
to be torn down and an eleven-story apart- 
ment house erected in their place. There was 
an excited scramble by the artist tenants for 
new quarters, which many have not yet 
found. Thus comes to an end the second 
oldest Studio building in New York (the 
Tenth St. building is a few years older), the 
painting ground for over forty years of 
American artists, and the scenes of many of 
the early struggles and development of men 
now famous in the American art world. 

To the late J. Scott Hartley is due the erec- 
tion of the studios. He it was who, passing 
through West 55th St. one day in 1878 with 
the late C. T. Barney who had just completed 
a series of stables there, suggested that he 
build several studios above the stables, and 
promised to lease one entire floor himself, 
which he proposed renting in separate studios, 
keeping two of the largest for himself. Mr. 
Barney agreed and Hartley worked in Studio 
No. 145 until he died. George Inness imme- 
diately rented the adjoining studio, and 
here he also worked until the time of his 
death. The scheme proved such a success that 
Mr. Barney decided to build studios above 
all of his stables, on the north and south 
sides of the street .and from the first they 
were always occupied. In one of these Geo. 
De Forest Brush lived for several years with 
his family, and there also Charles C. Curran 
made his home for some time after his mar- 
riage. 

The atmosphere of the old buildings is re- 
dolent of much of the joy, sorrow, discour- 
af^emert and success of many of the men 
,,.'"0 ofriio-pr|e(^l and sacrificed for the recogni- 
tion of American art. J. Alden Weir worked 
for many years in No. 138, where Irving 
^^^i^es also had a studio at one time. Thomas 
Dewing was at one time a tenant of the Hol- 
bein, and Childe Hassam, Henry Golden 
Dearth. Elliott Daingerfield. Kenyon Cox, 
Jules Guerin, Ballard Williams, E. A. Bell, 
August Franzen. Frederick Kost,^ and C. C 
Cobkman found recognition within its walls. 
De Cost Smith has spent more than^ a quar- 
ter of a century in No. 146, moving only 
when he was forced out this month. ^ Here 
the artists gave studio teas and had their "At 
Home Days" for collectors and portrait possi- 
bilities, when American art was considered 
almost a "ioke" and dealers were few. Some 
of John S. Sargenfs most distinguished sit- 
ters mounted the two long flights of stairs to 
his Holbein studio, and Cecilia Beaux did 
some of her best work there. It was while 
he occupied a studio in No. 146 that Hugo 
Ballin, now a moving picture director, was 
made an Associate Academician, and received 
the Hallgarten prize, and William H. Cotton, 
famed for his beautiful decorations in the 
new Capitol theatre, was also made an Asso- 
ciate and received an Academy^ prize during 
the years that he occupied a studio at No. 138. 

It was in one of the Holbein studios that 
the famous Stanford White "Blackbird din- 
ner" took place, and there among the men 
fast rising to fame S. J. Woolf, lohn Greg- 
ory, Hermon MacNeil, Emik Gruppe and 
many others found sympathetic friends and 
encouragement. 



THE STATUE ON THE MARNE 

M. Marcel Knecht, member of the French 
^i?h Commission in the U. S., sailed for 
France on La Savoie recently to establish 
headquarters at Paris for "America's Gift to 
France," to commemorate the first battle of 
the Marne. 

M. Knecht will visit the Meaux on the 
Marne. the highwater mark of the great 
German advance of 1914, with Marshals JoflFre 
and Foch to select the spot where the mem- 
orial will be placed. It is believed that the 
statue will be erected on the hills ^ above 
Meaux. Pt the fork of the national highway 
built by Caesar and repaired by Napoleon. 

The French committee on the memorial 
consists of Messrs. Hermann H. Harjes, Wal- 
ter Gay. Whitnev Warren, James Hazen Hyde 
and Alexandre Ribot. 

It will cost 3;250.000 to erect the monument, 
and early in March a free will collection will 
be taken up throughout the V. S. to obtain 
the funds. Frederick MacMonnies is now at 
Work on the statue. The final design has not 
been determined.

MET'N MUSEUM'S DURER PRINTS 

The Metropolitan Museum announces that 
through its acquisition of the collection of 
prints by Albrecht Durer, formed during the 
past thirty years by Mr. Junius S. Morgan, it 
takes precedence of the British and Berlin 
Museums and the Albertine Museums of Vi- 
enna — in these treasures. 

"A complete history of the authentic plates 
and wood cuts," says the N. Y. Sun, "would 
reveal many interesting hunts, and a great dis- 
play of patience, devotion and daring by Mr. 
Morgan. It is said by the museum authori- 
ties that of the copper engravings, every au- 
thentic plate by Durer is represented by at 
least one fine impression. There are in the 
collection two-thirds of the wood cuts, as well 
as two original wood blocks. 

"Until their display on the walls of the 
museum the story of how Mr. Morgan ob- 
tained many of the famous plates will not be 
told. 

Once Owned by Mr. Vanderbilt 

"Certain of the best of the plates were once 
the property of George W. Vanderbilt, from 
whom J. Pierpont Morgan purchased them. 
Others were in the collection of Theodore Ir- 
win, known as the first of the three great 
American collectors of this master. J. P. 
Morgan gave the Durers he had bought of 
Mr. Vanderbilt to his nephew. These formed 
the nucleus of his famous collection. 



W. W. KIMBALL ART VALUED 

Mrs. W. W. Kimball, widow of the Chi- 
cago piano manufacturer, and noted art 
collector, having been adjudged of feeble 
mind (she is 79), her art collections have 
been appraised, it is reported, at something 
over a million. The paintings — and there 
are tapestries and art objects of great value 
also in the collection, include: Rembrandt's 
"Portrait Artist's Father," valued at $45,- 
000; Constable's "Stokes by Neyland," 
$42,500; Reynolds' "Lady Sarah Bunbury," 
$32,000; Millet's "Sheep with Peasant 
Girl," $21,250; Gainsborough's "Countess of 
Bristol," $22,500; Romney's "Lady Francis 
Russell," $27,500; Lawrence's "Mrs. Wolf," 
$20,000; landscape by Hobbema, $24,000, 
and Corot's "Landscape with Bathing Wo- 
men," $17,500. 



MEEKER GETS STUART WASH'TON 

Gilbert Stuart's "Maj. Gen. Henry Dear- 
born," bought by the late John Louber 
Welsh, minister to England, for $500, has 
been sold by his son, Herbert Welsh, Phil- 
adelphia, for $20,000, through Mr. Franak 
W. Bailey of Boston, agent, to Mr. Arthur 
Meeker of Chicago. The painting is 30 by 
24 on wood, grained to represent canvas, 
and^ shows the General in a uniform of the 
Society of the Cincinnati.

Mr. Junius S. Morgan purchased the Irwin 
collection en bloc, and for thirty years he 
had been on the lookout for any Durers that 
might come into the market. In the smaller 
museums, such as those of Bremen, Munich, 
Hamburg, Basel, Dresden and Milan, there 
were good examples. It . is barely possible 
that in the recent dispersal of famous pictures 
in Austria Mr. Morgan found his chance.^ The 
full truth of this may not be known until the 
plates are assembled on view Feb. 9. ^ Then 
certain Durers that are not known in this 
country will be seen, and the connoisseurs who 
remember them in European galleries or in 
private collections will add to the knowledge 
of where these famous things came from. To 
the enumeration of the libraries or museums 
abroad which is given above rnust be iadded 
the Copenhagen collection, which was pre- 
sented to that city by Albrecht Durer himself.

PAINTING LIEN OFF 

An attachment obtained by Abe Landon, 
as assignee for the North Shores Art Gal- 
leries of Chicago, on a number of paint- 
ings in this city owned by Charles G. Conn 
and valued at more than $250,000, has been 
vacated. 

The writ of attachment was intended to 
recover $42,500 from Conn on an alleged 
breach of contract. The dealers state that. 
Conn engaged them to bring the pictures 
from San Francisco to N. Y. and to find a 
purchaser for them. They alleged they 
found a purchaser willing to pay $250,000, 
but Conn refused to sell at that price, 
breaking the contract. The court ruled 
that Conn had the right to discharge the 
brokers whenever he desired. 



THALIA MILLETT'S GALLERY 

A long-felt want for N. Y. artists is to be 
met through the generosity of Thalia Mil- 
lett, who is establishing galleries at 114 East 
66th St., to allow young artists of ability who 
cannot afford the rentals of the dealers' gal- 
leries, to exploit their work and introduce 
men and women of artistic merit to appre- 
ciative patrons and to avoid the need of ar- 
tists living in attics without even the bare 
necessities. It is not Mrs. Millett's purpose 
to exploit in her gallery the work of students 
who feel they are "ready" for public notice. 
It is not a Henri, Bellows, Macdowell Club 
conception, but exhibitors to be chosen by 
Mrs. Millett must know their craft, have tal- 
ent and submit finished work understandable 
by collectors and dealers. The founder, her- 
self a painter of no mean ability, who knows 
color and composition, and whose recent paint- 
ings of the battlefields of France were shown 
at Durand-Ruel Galleries, is capable of sens- 
ing real artistic worth. She is expending 
$40,000 on remodeling of the building. Mrs. 
Millett will sail shortly for France, to pursue 
her art under Andre. 



PITTSBURGH 

The annual international exhibitions at 
tahe Carnegie Institute interrupted by the 
war, are to be revived, and the one soon 
forthcoming is confidently expected to 
maintain the old high standard. Already 
more than 300 works have been entered 
by artists residing in Europe. Two not- 
able personal groups will be included this 
year, one of 13 bronzes by Rodin, the other 
20 oils and pastels by Rene Menard. 



ANNUAL PA. ACADEMY DISPLAY 

The one hundred and fifteenth annual ex- 
hibition of oils and sculptures of the vet- 
eran Pennsylvania Academy opened with 
the customary press view and evening re- 
ception in Philadelphia, Saturday last, Feb. 
7. There are 518 exhibits in all this year — 
"360 oils and 158 sculptures, as against 405 
last year, and 610 in 1918 — few works were 
"invited," and there are more examples of 
lesser known artists than usual. 

The exigencies of the printers, whose 
trade is in a most disorganized condition 
at present, following the recent prolonged 
strike — and of the conditions which govern 
the supply of print paper — make it im- 
possible to devote the long detailed review 
to the display which the American Art 
News has been accustomed for many years 
to give in its issue following the opening 
of the show. 

All that can be said anent the exhibition 
today, pending a hoped for review next 
week, is that for the first time in years 
it is far below the average of these exhibi- 
tions, and will make no popular appeal. 
There are no especial features, no sensa- 
tional or extraordinary works, the sculp- 
tures far exceed the pictures in interest and 
importance, and while the general effect 
of the display might have been improved 
by better hanging, (the hanging in truth 
could not have been worse or more dis- 
creditable to the hanging committee, which 
appears to have had no compunction in 
juxtaposing high and low keyed pictures 
without regard to color or tone, so that 
they "kill" each other in many instances), 
it must be frankly^ stated that like the last 
Winter Academy in N. Y., the Pa. Show 
is a dull and dispiriting one. Not that there 
are not some good pictures — far from it. 
There are several, but they are for the 
most part familiar from having been seen 
at the Corcoran display in Washington, 
or in Chicago or New York. 

It was a deserved compliment to the 
memory of J. Alden Weir to make his fami- 
Har low-keyed, charmingly refined and ten- 
der double portrait, "The Sisters," loaned 
by Mrs. Marshall Field of Chicago, the 
"honor" canvas on the north wall of Gal- 
lery F and it is fairly well, if unsuitably, 
flanked by Gifford Beal's familiar, big, 
green landscape, a view on the Hudson 
looking down from Cornwall, "The Gate 
of the Highlands," and Jonas Lie's har- 
bor scene, "Beyond," with its sunlit waters 
and joyous atmosphere — but one misses 
the really "Star" works on this wall of 
other years — although even these well- 
known canvases are an improvement on the 
injudiciously placed and repellant nude of 
neutral sex, perpetrated by Arthur B. 
Carles last year, "La^ Marseillaise," and, 
worse still, honored with a prize. 

The usually successful managers of the 
display looked upon as the most progres- 
sive and cleverest show of the American 
art year, must have been napping this sea- 
son, for the display lacks character and 
dash. 

The prize pictures, at least all thus far 
honored, are as follows: The Temple Gold 
Medal to Ernest Lawson, No. 330, "Ice 
Bound Falls"; Carol H. Beck Gold Medal 
to Eugene Speicher, No. 212, "Portrait of 
a Russian Woman"; Jennie Sesnan Medal 
to Hugh H. Breckenridge, No. 208, "Edge 
of the Woods"; George B. Widener Memo- 
rial Gold Medal for sculpture to Malvina 
Hoffman, No. 464, "The OflFering"; Walter 
Lippincott Prize to Joseph De Camp, No. 
222. "The Red Kimono"; Mary Smith Prize 
to Mildred B. Miller, No. 44, "In the Win- 
dow." 



Miss Florence Parbury of London, who has 
been here for several months, primarily on a 
mission to promote an Anglo-American 
League of Friendship, is an artist of ability 
long recognized in England. During the war 
she entertained some 600,000 overseas officers, 
from the proceeds of the. sales of her paint- 
ings. Her ambition is to open, as her War 
Memorial, a large club in London in which 
all social and artistic interests may be pro- 
moted and where Americans having propef 
credentials may find entertainment and friends 
awaiting them. She proposes holding an ex- 
hibition of her pictures in N. Y., the proceeds 
to be used to further her plan. She believed 
that "a wider understanding and friendship 
between the two great English-speaking na- 
tions is inevitably the finest thing for main- 
taining the peace of the world."

Titled French Artist's Show 

The Marquise de Fraysseix-Mazieres of 
Paris, a graduate of the Julien Academy, 
who painted the portraits of many person- 
ages in France, is to give an exhibition of 
some six of her portraits and 16 genres at 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel Feb. 17-22 inclusive. 
She is the daughter of the Marquis de 
Fraysseix Bondin, himself a painter, author 
and inventor, and when eight years old be- 
gan to sketch, and at 14 sold a picture ex- 
hibited at the Salon. She won a first medal 
for her "Portrait of the Baronne de H." 
at the Pastellistes' exhibit at the Georges 
Petit Galleries when 18, and also the first 
medal at Angers the following year. She 
painted the portraits of the beautiful 
Baronne de Marcy and La Comtesse 
d'Hautpoul Her display promises to have 
much social success. 
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Portrait Painters at Reinhardt's 

The characteristic of the exhibition^ of 
the National Association of Portrait Paint- 
ers' display at the Reinhardt Galleries, 565 
Fifth Ave., through Feb. 28, is confusion. 
The few good works in the display are so 
overshadowed by mediocre and indifferent 
examples, that searching for the interesting 
works that a few years ago marked this 
as one of the most attractive exhibitions 
of the N. Y. art season, is a discouraging 
task. Of the creditable canvases there are 
Robert Henri's delightful "Portrait of a 
Little Girl," freshly and sympathetically 
painted, and Victor D. Hecht's dignified 
"Portrait of a Lady," fine in color and seri- 
ously rendered. Irving Wiles has two 
forceful examples in Portrait of "Lieut. 
Wm. R. Jepson U. S. N." and "Neil 
Mitchell, Esq." George Bellows* "Portrait 
of Mrs. T." is a presentment of an old 
lady, good in facial expression, but crowded 
in composition, the hands lacking flexi- 
bility. William Cotton's "Laughing Girl" 
is strong and good in color. F. Luis Mora 
shows his little daughter, "Senorita Rose- 
mary Mora," a work that has freedom of 
handling. S. Montgomery Roosevelt shows 
two examples, "Portrait of Miss Mary Ran- 
kin," and "Portrait of Miss Laura Scoville," 

The other exhibitors are Adolphe Borie, 
Wayman Adams, Bernetta Crawford, Ran- 
dall Davey, Lydia Field Emmet (a refined 
and charming "Portrait of a Boy"), Mary 
Foote, Oliver D. Grover, Philip Hale ("Por- 
trait of My Father"), Charles Hopkinson, 
Henry Salen Hubbell, DeWitt M. Lock- 
man, (whose "Portrait" is thoroughly good 
and truthfully painted), George Luks, who 
has an interesting "Portrait of a Little 
Girl,'* Ellen Emmet Rand, Leopold Seyffert, 
Bessie Potter and Robert Vonnoh, Ger- 
trude Whitney and Richard Miller, whose 
"Portrait Study," is solidly painted and 
well composed. 



Renoir at Durand-Ruel's 

The exhibition of paintings by Renoir 
at the Durand-Ruel Galleries, \i East 57th 
St., through Feb. 1, is perhaps the largest 
collection of works by this artist ever 
shown together in N. Y. The present pop- 
ularity of the noted French painter, re- 
vealed in the rapidly growing number of 
his followers, in this country and Europe 
has been a factor in the demand for his 
work, and dealers and collectors appear to 
be searching for everything that bears his 
name. The present display includes sev- 
eral phases of the artist's career, from the 
early days when his canvases were smooth 
and fine, showing the influence of his long 
apprenticeship in a French porcelain fac- 
tory, which gave this early work that pe- 
culiar, procelain-like finish, that was in a 
great measure accountable for his individ- 
ual technique. "Deux Femmes Assises," a 
beautifully colored and finely composed 
work, is a gem -of his best period. Two 
remarkable landscapes, "Bougival," and 
"Seine a Argenteuil," are of a later time, 
well balanced and rich in color, bear the 
stamp of a master hand. "Jeunne Fille 
Cousant," is thoroughly good and one of 
the artist's best examples. 

The majority of the other canvases are 
expressions of the changes that later came 
in his work, "Apres le Bain," with very hot 
flesh tones, "Femme plumant un poulet," 
"Baigneuse assise endormie," "Sur la fal- 
aise," "Femme en corsage rouge," "Dans la 
Jardin" and "Femme a I'evantail," are 
among the later subjects. 



Lesser Known Masters at Ehrich's 
A charming exhibition of paintings of 
merit by lesser known masters is on at the 
Ehrich Galleries, 707 Fifth Ave., to Feb. 28. 
Selected with the care and knowledge char- 
acteristic of these galleries, this display 
IS a credit to their discretion and intro- 
duces to the art public men of the XVII 
and XVIII centuries who, although little 
known, were thoroughly good and able 
painters. The artists represented all of the 
English school, are Lionel Francis Abbott, 
"Portrait of a Sportsman," Sir Godfrey 
Kneller, "Portrait of a Lady,'' William 
Brown, Jr. "Halt at the Tavern," John 
Jackson, "Portrait of a Gentleman," Ger- 
trude Van Veen, "Portrait of a Girl," J. 
Hensen, "Portrait of an Admiral," Richard 
Cosway, "Portrait of Mrs. Oscar Burns," 
Johan Zoffany, "Portrait of John, 2nd Earl 
de la Waar," Robert Ledbrook, "View 
Near Cromer," Sir Martin Archer Shee, 
"Brother and Sister," Phillippe Jacques de 
Loutherbourgh, "Winter Scene," and Wil- 
liam Owen, "Portrait of a Girl." 



Salmagundi Auction Sale 
The annual exhibition of small pictures 
by artist members of the Salmagundi Club 
was on in the Club Gallery to Wed. last, 
and was followed by the annual auction 
sale Wed., Thurs. and last evening. Some 
135 small pictures were in the exhibition 
and sale. As usual, half the proceeds of 
the sale went to the Club and half to the 
producing artists. The painters best rep- 
resented were John Folinsbee, Guy Wig- 
gins, Roy Brown, Cullen Yates, A. P. Cole, 
Warren Davis, Henry R. Poore, G. Glenn 
Newell, C. W. Eaton, E. C. Volkert, Birge 
Harrison, James G. Tyler, Eugene V. Brew- 
ster, Robert H. Nisbet, and Joseph H. Bos- 
ton. The results of the auction, always 
interesting to American artists, will be 
given next week. 



Five Artists at Touchstone 

Five young and promising painters hold 
the walls of the Touchstone Galleries, 11 
West 47th St., through Feb. 21. Zoltan 
Hecht is especially entertaining in a group 
of watercolors of varied subjects, good in 
color and individual in expressin, and also 
shows two finely embroidered pieces of 
symbolic designs. Rosa Pringle Hecht, 
who patterns her designs after muS/ical 
rhythm, and harmony, displays some color 
notes, expressing emotional feeling. Ber- 
nard Gussow has a group of attractive pas- 
tels Cezanne in influence. "Figure Group," 
and "Figure Study," are admirably drawn 
and harmonious in color. Stella Bloch 
shows herself an industrious worker in her 
twenty examples. There are rhythm and 
movement in her "Three Dancers," fine 
tonality in *Lisa-Spring," and good drawing: 
and design in "Three Dancing Figures." 
Martha Ryther is interesting in a collection 
of wood carvings, patterned after primitive 
designs. 



Mielatz Memorial at Public Library 
The artistic activity of the late C. F. W. 
Mielatz was inextricably bound up with 
N. Y. City. Here he worked and issued 
that series of etchings which constitutes a 
veritable hymn in praise of the Metropolis. 
He graphically describes N. Y. with an 
unerring eye for the picturesque view-point 
and with a mind ever alive to the interest 
of historical association and social sur- 
roundings. And he did it all with a mas- 
tery of technique that was applied with a 
sure and inevitable appropriateness. Rea- 
sons enough these are for the memorial 
exhibition now on view in the Stuart Gallery 
of the N. Y. Public Library Feb. 1-April 15. 
For some years before his death the dean 
of American etchers, and his position was 
based not only on length of service. Some 
of his finest plates were done in the days 
of his maturity; notably the "St. Thomas's 
Church," and that delightful "Bride's Door" 
of the same edifice. His work for the So- 
ciety of Iconophiles included etchings, 
lithographs and monotypes reproduced in 
photogravure. Drypoint, soft-ground etch- 
ing, aquatint, and various aids of the etcher, 
all served him in turn. 
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London Letter 

London, Feb. 9, 1920. 
• Two new Royal Academicians have been 
:hosen, one of them, George Henry, the 
landscape painter, who so often finds his 
inspiration in an Oriental milieu, and the 
other, D. Y. Cameron, an artist who has 
already won many honors abroad and 
whose work is almost equally appreciated 
on the Continent and in the colonies as 
at home. Equally successful as a painter 
and as an etcher, his pictures usually form 
the focus of interest at the Academy shows, 
,gaining steadily with each successive year 
in breadth and charm. If more artists of 
his. powers would follow his example, and 
not scorning the distinction of admission 
.to the Academic ranks, would seek on the 
other hand to leaven its whole with work 
of real originality and merit, much might 
be done to raise that institution to the 
position which it should rightly occupy. 

Raemaeker*s Cartoons. 

Not the least remarkable among the many 
admirable qualities exhibited by the car- 
toonist, Louis Raemaekers, is the prolific 
flow of fresh ideas which characterizes his 
work. At the Galleries of the Fine Art 
^Society in Bond Street there are now no 
'less than some hundred more cartoons by 
|Kis hand, as suggestive and vital as those 
^which compelled one's appreciation in the 
f'early days of the war. This particular 
fseries is concerned with "Victory and Af- 
'"t'er," a subject upon which the Dutchman 
^l^lias as much of interest to communicate 
'^^as on that of the actual conflict. Prohibi- 
'ttibn in the U. S. forms the subject of a 
'drawing which will doubtless be appreci- 
-"'.ated by Americans in particular, the ar- 
.i'ti.st's full satiric force being concentrated 
(lipon the figures of the two working men, 
.^hose umbrella, formed of a Union Jack, 
^i's'protecting them from a storm of "Pussy- 
;fdot" stars. The "Fiend of Dope** is ap- 
'proaching to seize his prey. 'Presejit-day 
labor troubles (not unconnected in the ar- 
'tist's opinion with German funds), inspire 
.a number of other forceful drawings. 
jRaemaeker's brush is as mordant as ever.

The "Danseuses Roses" by Degas, and La 
Debacle" by Monet, which the Museum pur- 
chased at a recent sale in N. Y. are tem- 
porarily hung in the Trustees' Room. This 
Monet is the ninth by that master to come 
to the Museum. 

'Ihe Guild of Boston Artists showed last 
week paintings by H. Dudley Murphy. Many 
are Porto r^ico landscapes. Instead of a 
gloomy and foreboding fortress, Mr. Murphy 
has seen in "Moro Castle" a mediaeval 
jewelled fortress. 

The Mass. section of the National Associa- 
tion of Women Painters and Sculptors has 
an exhibition of oils, watercolors and sculp- 
tures, at Grace Home's new galleries, 146 
Stuart Street. Two paintings save the show 
from falling into the commonplace. Curiously 
enough both are summer landscapes, one Jane 
Peterson's "Summer Day," the other Gertrude 
Fiske's "Indian Summer." Other artists who 
show good examples are Marion B. Allen, 
Gertrude Bourne, Margaret Patterson, Marion 
Pooke, and Mary B. Titcorab. Several mem- 
bers of the N. Y. Chapter are also repre- 
sented. , 

Mary Neal Richardson held this week an 
exhibition of paintings and drawings at her 
studio, 309 Fenway, to Feb. 11. The Boston 
Art Club's next show will be an exhibition 
of paintings and scluptures by the National 
Association of Women Painters and Sculp- 
tors, Feb. 21-March 18. The women's pri- 
vate dining room of the Boston- Art Club 
has been hung anew with pencil portraits 
and landscapes of Stanley W. Woodward. 

The Fogg Art Museum of Harvard Uni- 
ersity recently held a special loan exhibi- 
tion of William Blake's works to Jan. 27. 
This display was transferred from the 
Goolier Club, N. Y. 

ST. LOUIS 

The City Art Museum has received an 
endowment of $52,000 in interest bearing 
bonds from Mr. William K. Bixby, presi- 
dent of the Museum Board of Control. 
The income from $50,000 of this sum, 
amounting to about $2500 annually, - will 
be immediately available for the purchase 
of Oriental art objects. The interest on 
the remaining $2000 is to be compounded 
for 100 years. At the end of this time 
it will amount, at five per cent, to about 
$263,000. Mr. Bixby has also given the 
Museum a collection of 100 Japanese writ- 
ing brush and ink cases and 28 Japanese 
tobacco pouches. Mr. Edward Mallinck- 
rodt, another member of the Board, has 
given the Museum a "Landscape" by 
Jules Dupre, and Mrs. Robert Johnston 
has presented an Indian tea service in 
chased silver. 

At its last meeting, the Museum Board 
announced a number of important ac- 
quisitions including twelve carefully 
chosen examples of bookbinding, one a 
16th century binding in red morocco by 
Clovis Eve; a 16th century binding made 
for Henry IV and Marguerite de Valois. 
by one of the binders Eve; a 16th century 
binding in calfskin, stamped with Gothic 
designs, in the style of Geoff roi Tory; a 
17th century binding with the coat of 
arms of Louis XV from the printery of 
Jacques Colombat, and specimens by 
Roger Paine and the more recent crafts- 
men, Cobden-Sanderson and Chambolle- 
Duru. 

The collection of furniture was increased 
by the addition of several representative 
examples. Among them a Chippendale 
settee, mirror and dressing table; a 
Sheraton satinwood table and two Sher- 
aton arm chairs with painted decorations* 
an early American mahogany and satin- 
wood spinet; a pair of Sheraton knife 
urns; an Adam walnut mantel; a French 
Regence arm chair, from the Hoenschel 
collection, Paris; a 13th century French 
painted glass panel, a 15th century Gothic 
cope in red velvet, a 16th century Broussa 
brocade, a 16th century Persian velvet, a 
17th century Venetian brocade, and other 
fabrics. 



Several more of the objects acquired bv 
Mr. Bixby for the Museum during his 
recent tour of the Orient have arrived and 
are on view with the rest of the collection 
previously installed. Among the recent 
arrivals are a fifth century Chinese Bodhi- 
sattiva in polychrome marble; two Japa- 
nese figures, carved in wood, of the temple 
guardian warriors, Zocho-Ten and Tamon- 
Ten, (about the 14th century) ; several pan- 
els of Japanese carved woodwork; gilded 
metal temple hangings; gold and silver 
jewelry and gilded statuettes of Kwanyin 
in bronze. 

In addition to the objects secured for the 
Museum, Mr. Bixby acquired many im- 
portant examples of Chinese and Japanese 
art for his private collection, prominent 
among them three Han statuettes in silver, 
of a camel, horse and rabbit. There are 
also numerous specimens of Han jade, 
bronze and pottery. The paintings include 
some fine Sung examples. A unique ac- 
quisition is a little book of Tang and later 
paintings formerly owned by the Emperor 
Ch'ien Lung. Mr. Bixby's collection is 
also rich in pottery, porcelain, glass and 
bronze. 

The seventh annual competitive exhibi- 
tion of paintings by local artists is on at 
the Artists' Guild. The first prize of $500 
given by the St. Louis Art League, was 
awarded to Mrs! K. E. Cherry for her 
painting, "Salting the Catch.'* Other awards 
include, first landscape prize, to Tom P. 
Barnett; second landscape prize, to Grace 
Morrill; the Chamber of Commerce prize 
for the best painting of a local scene, to 
Frank Nuderscher; watercolor prize, to 
Gisella Loeffler; the Ives sculpture prize 
to Adele Schulenberg; the Mallinckrodt 
portrait prize to Mary. A. McColl.

Sale of Washingtoniana 

The sale of Washingtoniana, a collection 
formed by Mr. William Lanier, Washing- 
ton, a great-great-great nephew of George 
Washington, at the American Art Galleries 
Saturday and Monday afternoons, Feb. 7 
and 9 last, despite adverse weather condi- 
tions, which made it necessary to sell the 
'ast half of the collection on Saturday, and 
the first half which should have been dis- 
persed Friday, on Monday, was successful. 

At the first session, Feb. 7, Mr. George 
D. Smith paid the top price, or $1000, for 
a pair of cut glass decanters, used by 
Washington at Mt. Vernon, and given by 
him to Col. Augustine Washington, 
the great-great grandfather of the 
owner. Mr. Smith also bought for $410, 
Washington's dress waistcoat, worn when 
President, and the General's telescope, for 
$350, a set of shell dress coat buttons for 
$210, two engraved dress coat buttons^ for 
$200, one pair of silver shoe buckles, given 
by the General to Lafayette, for $370, and 
Washington's shaving case and two ivory 
handled razors, for $250. 

An ivory compass, used by Washington 
in his campaigns, was secured by Mr. R. 
Heller, for $300, while Mr. G. D. Smith 
paid $110 for Martha Washington's spec- 
tacles, and $300 for Mary Ball Washing- 



ton's reading spectacles. Mr. T. F. Crow- 
ley paid $250 each for bronze statuettes of 
Washington and Lafayette. 

At the second session, Monday aft., Feb. 
9, when the first half of the collection was 
sold which should have been dispersed Feb. 
6— a total of $12,091.50 was obtained, which 
made a grand total of $28,393.50. 

Washington's gold fob with his coat of 
arms. No. 16 of the catalog, brought $1600, 
the top price from Mr. George D. Smith. 
The same buyer paid $1000 for the Gen- 
eral's silver punch ladle, ,used at his in- 
auguration, $550 for a gold ring with the 
General's init-ials set in cornelian, and $200 
for a contemporary miniature by Archibald 
Pobertson of the General in court costume. 
Mr. W. D. Davis paid $200 for a circular 
wooden shaving box, with medalions of 
the two men, much used by Washington 
and Lafayette, and Mr. E. Chadbourne 
gave $270 each for two gold repeater 
watches, the first a repeater made by Val- 
lette in France in 1789, and the second 
made by Tobias in Liverpool, England, in 
1820-25 (some years after Washington's 
death by the way). 



Former Society Actress' Sale 
A sale of a collection of English and 
French cabinet work and objets d'art, 
formed by a former society actress, who 
found interior decoration more worth her 
while, held last week at the Clarke Galler- 
ies, brought an annuonced total of $101,901. 
. The top price, or $5000, was paid by 
Frederick Rose for an allegorical Rennais- 
sance tapestry, "The Allegory of Europa," was 
sold to R. F. Tierton for $3,600. "Achilles 
Sleeping in His Tent," another allegorical Ren- 
naissance tapestry, was purchased by M. T. 
Troy," XVni century, 10 feet 8 inches by 
Frederick Rose for an allegorical Renais- 
sance tapestry, was purchased by M. T. 
Ream for $3,000. A northern Italian 
faience stove was purchased by H. W. 
Harding for $1000. Two richly mounted

Volkert. Potthast's "Brother and Sister" 
has been sold to Mr. Walter Wichigar, the 
prominent collector who owns some eight 
Duvenecks. He also purchased Henri's 
charming little child study, "Patience Seri- 
ous," from that artist's show at the mu- 
seum some time ago.
